Indeed I cannot ſee any Reaſon to prove, 
the Ordination of the ExauQorate Biſhops. 
in Syotland to be Legal, but what equaliy 
proves the Power of the Pretender to ap- 
point Biſhops in Scotland —e And if this 
ſhould be granted, it would make the Re- 
volution a merry Tale indeed, and a meer 
Noſe of Wax to the Party —— So, Ichink, 
1 need ſay no more of it. * 

Upon this Suppolition, however the 
Judges or Lords of the Seſſin in Scotland 
ave ated—in the Caſe of this Priſoner— 
whea hiz Bill of Suſpenſion, as they all it,.

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the Opinion of the ableft Lawyers in Scor- 
land on the Head Pro and Con; the Vali- 
dity cf the Ocdication of Minifters by the 
ExauQorate Biſhops was debated and de- 
ſervedly exploded———And if any asks, by 
what Law, I ſhall b* ready to ſtate the 
Caſe, and make it appear, as it did, apon 
hearing,tbat it is rhat very Law, which ſet up 
Epiſcopacy in Scotland; the very Law by 
which it was eftabliſn'd, which founds it 
upon the King's Authority only, which Au- 
thority muſt of Coarſe be ſufficient to de- 
poſe ic. Upon theſe Arguments learnedly 


debated on both hands, the Validity of the. 


Ordination by ExauQaarate Biſhops was re- 
j2&ed, and this Mr. Greenſhields according- 
ly voted to beefteem'd as a Lay-mau 
And in the Conſequence of this, his Impri- 
ſonment, for Contempt of the Authority 
of the Magiftrates, was voted Legal,” and 
confirm'd by the Lord; of the Scflion 
Tets I2y NAaVvs 3. 

Indeed it could be no otherwiſe ; for 
had the, Lords of the Seſſion given any 
other Vote, the Laws of Scetlaud, as efta- 
bliſh'd by the Revolution, muſt have been 
overthrown; for if the Revolution be not 
valid, the Fabrick, built upon it as 4 Foun- 
dation, muft fall of Courſe; to leaye the 
Authority of Biſhops to the Biſhops depog'd

Ac, 
firft Pariiament W:liam and Mary, all tht 
were Epiſcopal in theic Judgmeuts, if they 
would take'th2 Oaths to the Goveri ment— 
tho” they did not conform to Pres byterian 
Church-Government, yet were cbatiuact 
ig their Churches—and there an Hundred 
and Fifry of them yet remain, enjoying the 
Church, the Manſe or Perſonage-Houſe, 
and the Benefice to this Day=—f this de 
not Toleration, tet them tel) us what is— 
"_ Difenter in England enj-ys any thing 
ike it.. 

Well, the next Thing is Facobitiſme—e 
Now to ſhew the Moderation of the Church 
of Scotl2nd, it may not be amiſs to.compare 
it with the Church of England Praftice— 
and you ſhall find, their Forbearance as 
much exceeds the Church of Zngland For- 
bearance, as their Toleration exceeds the 
Church of Englayd Toleration By 
this you will fee cl-arly, where all this Miſ-

T am for as, much Liberty 'in Religious 
Matters asany Maa in Britzin— And when 
look on the. Liberty enjoy'd by all Kinds 
ot People in Scotland, partly:by Toleration, 
partly by Connivence 5 I cannot but ſay, 
10 reaſonable Man can afk more of them— 
No Violence. is pffer'd to any, but ſuch as
